POMONA. 
The Leading and Prosperous 
Section of the County. | 
Midway between the cities of 
Los Angeles and San Bernardino, 
encompassed by picturesque foot- 
hills, and over which the Cuca- 
monga mountains, old Grayback 
and San Jacinto, like sentinels, 
stand guard, is the beautiful and. 
fertile section called Pomona, ly- 
ing in the San. José Valley. in 
the heart of this section 1s the 
town of Pomona. The location 
of this valley and town is just 
such as, even in a country where 
one is accustomed to _ scenic 
beauty, lends somewhat to the 
constant spell and affords a re- 
lief which never fails to please. 
‘The climate has few equals and 
no superior in Southern Califor- 
nia. The mountains to the north 
and northwest shut out the cold 
winds entirely. The breeze from 
the ocean, thirty miles away, is 
less moist than near the coast, 
and is subdued and softened by 
sweeping over the intervening 
warm plains. 
It seems almost incredible that 
a valley which so recently was 
comparatively a barren waste, 
with now and then a farm-house 
and orchard on. which to rest 
the eye, should in the short space 
of less than ten -years have de- 
velopéd into the land of beautiful 
homes, orchards, vineyards and a 
rosperous, well-built town with 
L inhabitants.

The Leading Dairy Section of 
Compton is locatéd on the Wilming- 
ton branch of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, ten and three quarter miles 
from Los Angeles, in the center of a 
large agricultural district. The soil 
varies considerably in the immediate 
vicinity ot the town, there being some 
alkali land on the flat, while on the 
mesa, further out, the soil is adobe. 


The grain fields near by attest its pro- 
ductiveness. One strip this year 6 
miles wide and 23 miles Jong is almost 
one continuous grain field, and Compton 
is the shipping point for two thirds of 
the crop. The small grain about 
Compton is raised without irrigation, 
but the lower land is damper, and on 
this is raised e quantities of corn 
and pumpkins. The corn often stands 
in the stalk from six to twelve feet in 
height, and pumpkins weighing 150 
pounds are not uncommen. Potatoes 
and all other kinds of vegetables thrive 
and pay handsemely. 

There is too much: frost to raise semi- 
tropical fruits, but peaches, apricots, 
nectarines, pears and in ‘some places 
grapes do well. The apples of Compton 
are noted for their excellent qualities. 
Alfalfa is another leading product 
and the dairyman’s stand-by.. The soil 
and cli of Compton seem especiaily 
adapted to the. culture of this.rich forage 
lant. 
. Cheesemaking constitutes one of the 
chief industries of -this section. There 
jare two factories, one operated by 
Harshman Brothers. and the other by 


the former factory is six hundred pounds 
daily, and the cheese is taken readily, 
almost as soon as manufactured. The 
daily aggregate production of both fac- 
tories is over one thousand pounds. 
The paper mill is located two miles 
from the depot and although a new en- 
terprise is an assured success. About 
2500 pounds of Manila wrapping paper 
are manufactured daily from straw, and 
it is the intention of the proprietors to 
make the finer qualities of paper in the 
hear future. ; 

The different branches of business at 
Compton are represented as follows: 
One lumberyard, four stores, money-— 
order postoffiee, express office, tele- 
phone station, one harness shop, two 
blacksmith shops—a carriage-maker in 
one, one shoe shop and shoe store ex- 
clusively, one butcher shop With branch 
at Downey, one barber shop, one real 
estate office, three physicians, one den- 
tist, one good hotel, one livery and feed 
sjable, two large warehouses well stored 
ith grain by the farmers. 

There is one dressmaking establish- 
mént, one justice of the peace, and no 
lawye1s. 
There are two churches, the Metho- 
dist Episcopal and the Holiness Band 
building.” The Baptist denomination 
hold service in the schoolhouse. 

School is held in a two-story school 
building and a smaller one-story house. 
There is a pressing demand for more 
school room, and it will undoubtedly 
soon: be built, as the bonds are voted and 
are awaiting a purchaser. 

A great deal of property has changed

are daily arriving and looking for prop- 
‘erty. On the digtance 
of 3% miles, property, amounting to 268 
acres, has been sold, aggregating in 
value $32,000. Considerable town prop- 
erty has also changed hands, but not a 
great deal of building has been done in 
the village. Among the building im- 
provements of 1884 may be mentioned, 
however, a two-story hotel, office for 
Dr. And. McFarland, Damon & Ly- 
man’s real estate office, residence for 
Mr. Dunn, two cottages erected by Mr. 
Flood. Every house in the settlement 
is occupied, and those rented pay a good 
rent. 

The water used, coming as it does 
from artesian wells, is of the very best 
quality. ‘The town supply is conveyed. 
from a well in pipes and furnished at 
the moderate sum of $1a month. The 
number of artesian wells in the neigh- 
‘borhood is great, but the water is not 
needed as much. as was formerly sup- 
posed and most of the wells are kept 
carefally capped. 2

A Rich Agricultural Settlement

The village of Downey is situated 

about twelve miles southeast of Los An- 

geles on the Santa Ana branch of the 


Southern Pacific railroad. Located be- 
tween the old and the new San Ga- 
briel rivers it is near the center of the 
Los Nietos valley, which, from its fer- 
tility and productiveness, has been 

tly styled the ‘‘Egypt of Southern 
alifornia.’’ The town was laid out in 
1874 by the Santa Gertrudes Land As- 
sociation, in which ex-Governor Dow- 
ney wasthe principal stockholder. The 
population at present is about 500, and 
this, owing to the large immigration, is 
being rapidly increased. Churches are 
abundant, the Christians, Baptists, Holi- 


having large congregations and commo. 
dious church buildings. The town has 
two good achool buildings, one a fine, 
new twostory frame building com- 
pleted during the present summer ata 
cost of $7,500. The second building is 
situated at Galliton; three-fourths of a 
mile from the center of town. Total en- 
roliment in schools about 230, with an 
attendance much above the average. 
The sociability of the peo f Downey 
is attested by the fact that thé. Masons, 
Odd Fellows, Chosen Friends, “4.

SAN PEDRO. 


Brief Sketch of Our Port—Its 

; Present Condition. 

San Pedro has been the principal 
shipping point for Los Angeles since 
the days of mission rule. Prior to 
1870 freight and passengers. were con- 
veyed from the anchorage in the road:

It is estimated that an expenditure of

channel 300 to 400 feet wide, with a 
depth of 19 feet at mean high 
water, from the anchorage to the 
wharves. After the removal of two 
sandbars, which now obstruct the chan- 
nel, all but the largest deep-water ves- 
sels can come tothe wharves, and even 
the lutter class of vessels will be able to 
come inside after the removal by light- 
ers of a portion of their load. In 
1882 the railroad was extended from 
Wilmington to San Pedro, some 
three miles distant, and since that date 
the latter.town has grown rapidly. It 
boasts. at present,of the largest lumber 
y n Southern California, and a num- 
ber’of general stores, supply depots, 
shops, ete:,.as well as a weekly news- 
paper, the Record. The number of pas- 
senger steamers which arrived at the 
port from Nov. 1, 1883, to Oct. 31, 1884, 
was 140, and the number of freight 
steamers which arrived during the same 
period was.37. The total amount of 
lumber imported from Nov. 1, 1883, to 
Oct. 31,.1884, was 55,404,000 feet. 

By an act of Congress, passed June 
16, 1882, the collection district of Wil- 
mington was established, with Wil- 
mington as the port of entry, and Santa 
Barbara, San Buenaventura and Hue- 
neme as ports of delivery. The officers 
of the District are: John R. Brierly, 
Collector of Customs; J. W. Anderson, 
Deputy Collector of Customs; Chas.

Brief Mention of Some: More 
Towns and Settlements. 
SANTA MONICA. 


The history of the town of Santa 
Monica dates properly from July 16, 
1875, when a sale of town lots was 
held. During the next year and a half 
the growth of the place was very rapid 
and at one time by aétual count the 
population reached 940. The history 
of the wharf and railroad and the de- 
cadence of the place after the sale of 
the railroad to the Southern Pacific 
Company appears elsewhere in the ar- 
ticle on ‘‘Harbors.” The Santa Monica 
of the present is a very pretty town 
with a stationary population of about 
four hundred, which in summer is 
more than doubled by transient visi- 
tors to the seashore. The Presby- 
terian and Methodist denominations 
have church buildings, and there is a 
good schoolhouse built in 1875 
at a cost of $5,000. Santa Monica 
is supplied with an abundance of pure 
water for domestic purposes brought 
in iron pipes from the San Vicente 
spri three miles away. The busi 
ness interests are represented by a 
good hotel, several stores, a postoffice, 
telegraph, telephone, and railroad sta- 
tion, besides livery stables, blacksmith 
shops, and other small establishments. 
Sheltered as it is by the Coast Ran 
from the north and northwest winds, 
as by the equalizing influence of so 
vast a body of water lying adjacent, 
combine to make the climate of Santa 
Monica perfect. The hot salt-water 
baths, which in winter form se great 
an attraction for visitors, are especially 
fine, as also the unusual facilities for 
all other kinds of baths.

‘The town of Newhall was establish- 
ed in 1878 by H. M. Newhall. — Its 
population, adjacent country included, 
is placed at 300. There are two lead- 
ing mercantile establishments—that 
of Geo. Campton and that of Mr.

The area of wheat planted in 1883- 
°84 was between 9,000 and 10,000 
acres. The oil region in the vicinity 
of Newhall has been worked during 
the past ten years. The product for 
1884-’85 is about half a million barrels.

Point, San Francisco Bay, and there 
is also a small refinery in the vicinity 
of the town. The oil is pumped 


through a pipe line seven miles long 
from the in Pico Cafion to the 
town, and is thence transferred by 
tank cars to Alameda Point.

The church wat 
dedicated on September 8th, 1797. 
The mission has fallen into decay, al. 
though occasional services are still 
held there.

The San Fernande ranch contains 
121,542 acres. During the past year 
between 50,000 and 60,000 acres were 
planted to wheat, and 10,000 acres to 
barley. Tae population of the settle- 
ment avd country adjoining is about 
500. The bee and sheep men have 
large interests in the vicinity. 
_ In 1874 Hon. Ubas. Maclay laid out 
the present town of San Fernando, and 
an auction sale of lots was held the 
same year. There is a hotel, postoffice 
and store, and during the past year a 
Methodist church, costing $2,000, and 
a handsome schoolhouse, costing 
$4,000, have been erected. The settle- 
ment is prosperous, and when the 
valley is divided into small fruit 
farms the value of the property will 
be quadrupled. 

Azusa was occupied by the present 
settlers about seven years ro. The 
land was claimed by ove Henry Dal- 
ton, but squatted upon by namerous 
purties, who filed claims upon it as 
Government land. After several years’ 
litigation a decision was rendered in 
favor of the settlers.

VENTURA COUNTY. | 
Ventura county was created from 
the eastern half of Santa Barbara 
county in 1871, and lies west of Los 
Angeles county. Its areais 1,096,000 
acres—175,000 of which are adapted to} 
agriculture and 150,000 to grazing. It 
has also valuable mineral resourees and 
an oil belt 50 miles in length by 25 in 
width. The soil is principally a sandy 
loam, retaining moisture to an unusual 
degree, and very productive. The 
county seat, San Buenaventura, is 
pleasantly located on the seashore, and 
is Visited by steamships of the Pacific 
Coast. Steamship Company twice 4 
week. The surveys for a railroad 
from Hueneme, another port and 
town of some importance, twelve miles 
south of San Buenaventura, have been 
completed to San Fernando, in this 
county, where the road would connect 
with the Southern Pacific railroad. If 
built it would add materially to the 
trade of both counties. | 

Ventura county has great resources 
which are at present undeveloped, and 
only needs a railroad, capital and 
enterprise to make it one of the most 
prosperous counties of California. 
SAN DIEGO. 

‘San Diego county contains 15,156 
square miles, and is the second largest 
county in the State. The Colorado 
desert covers a large portion of the 
eastern half of the county. The desert 
is considerably below the level of the 
sea. The western valleys are very 
fertile, the soil being of a dark allu 
vial nature, and the plains or rolling 
land are of a reddish earth, which has 
been found very favorable for agri- 
culture. The productions of . the 
county do not vary much from those 
of other portions of Southern Califor- 
nia. 
The city of San Diego, the county 
seat, is located on the bay of San 
Diego, which is one of the finest har- 
bors on the coast. The city has grown 
slowly, but possesses a number of fine 
business blocks, hotels and private 
residences. At National City, a tew 
miles south, is located the termi- 
nus of the California South rail- 
road which extends to San Berdardino, 
connecting at Colton with the South- 
ern Pacific railroad. \The Atlantic 
and Pacific railroad is s00n to be built 
through the Cajon Pass te a connection 
with this road, thus making San 
Diego practically one terminus of this 
greut system. 

San Diego county is a great resort 
for invalids, and the climate has been 
found very beneficial for pulmonary 
diseases. A steady immigration is fill- 
ing San Diego county with an excellent 
class of people, and with the comple- 
tion of the railroads its prosperity will 
steadily increase.

One of the Rarest Spots in 
Southern California. 

Since the advent of Nordhoff the

Riverside, which is fofidly called by 
its denizens ‘“‘The Gem of Sem1-fropical 
California,’’ has had its share of ad- 
verse criticism and inconsiderate praise, 


more firmly its reputation as a delightful 
place of residence, a grand health re- 
sort, and a locality where horticulture 
in its highest branches, judiciously con- 
ducted, receives an abundant reward. 
‘Its name has heretofore been consid- 
ered inappropriate, for the limits of the 
little unassuming village did not extend 
to the banks of the Santa Ana river. 
Now, however, the more pretentious 
city of Riverside has. its northwestern 
boundary formed by the same stream for 
miles, and it is veritably a city by the 
river side, and while this stream is the 


| largest in Southern California, let not 


the reader imagine that it bears any re- 
semblance to the rivers east of the 
mountains. On-the contrary, owing to 
the great fall of the stream and the 
sandy nature of its bed, its large volume 
of water is not to be seen for months, 
coming only in sight when the con- 
tracted channel or rocky bed forces it to 
the surface.

LOCATION AND SCENERY. 

Riverside is about 56 miles east, and 
a little to the south of Los Angeles, ten 
miles southwest of San Bernardino, the 
county seat, and some six miles south- 
west of Qolton, a station upon the 
South ‘acific Railroad, and two and 
one-half! miles west of a station upon 
the California Southern Railroad, a 
branch of the Atlantic and Pacific ex- 
tending to San Diego.

The irrigable territory included with- 

in the boundaries of the city occu- 
pies the central and southern portioz 
of a beautitul plain extending 
from the eastern foothills of 
the Coast Range, in a_i north 
easterly direction to the southern foot 
of the San Bernardino mountains. 
That portion now occupied and culti- 
| vated is about 900 feet above the level 
of the sea, which in a direct line is 
about 45 miles to the southwest of it. 
A low range of mountains on the 
west separates this plain from that up- 
.on which Ontario and Etiwanda are lo- 
cated, while on the east a spur of the 
foothills extending from Crafton and 
Redlands and the Temsecal mountains 
separates it from the extensive and more 
elevated plains of San Jacinto. 

Beyond and above all these, at an av- 
erape distance of 25 miles on the west, 
north, and east, tower the grand moun- 
tain peaks of Santiago, Cucamongo, 
San Antonio, San Bernardino and San 
Jacinto. The ranges of mouitains 
with which these peaks are connected 
have a general elevation. of 3,000 to 
4,000 feet above the plains at Riverside, 
while the isolated mountains named 
reach the elevations of 6,000 to 11,000
